
lo The Siberian Abrasives Factory (Sibirski Abrazivuy Zavod), located at 
Khaita*, is controlled by the Ministry for Machine Tool Construction 
through the Central Administration of Abrasives Industry. 

2o The factory produces abrasives (mainly wheels) made from electro- 

corundum, silicon carbide* and boron carbide* with bakelite and ceramic 
binders. Output has been as follows*

1948s about 3*?80 tons of abrasives, total value 22,680*000 rubles* 

3® In December 1948, the director was Panfilovich and the factory employed 
about 1,160 industrial and about 400 non-industrial workers. In addition* 
there were about 900 members of workers 1 * * * families maintained by the factory.

barabany X hardening furnaces* bakelite converters (bakelizatoxy)* drying 
drums for loam* ferrous screens, a gas generator of German manufacture, 
and other equipment.
